providing a privat e notes field associated with the graphical user interface that 
enables the subscriber to annotate the audible messages during playback of the

providing a message forwarder associated with the graphical user interface that 
enables forwarding of audible messages to other recipients wherein the annotations in 
the notes field associated with the audible messages are forwarded at the option of the 
subscriber.

23. (Currently Amended) The processor readable medium of claim 22 furth e r 
compris i ng: wherein the processor readable code that enables a processor to provide 
the message forwarder for pr e s e nting a m e ssage forward e r that enables forwarding of 
audible messages to othor rec i p ie nts and wher e in with the subject heading is- 
forward e d .
